People read the touching 
narratives of the poverty, the verile, and the 
forbearance of the long-suffering firemen who 
are now on a strike, and they forthwkW con-

pany. Like all other ¢orporations engaged in

It happens, however, that raileoad companies 
cannot take care of its reserve capital as the 
private manufacturer does when he finds that 
he is losing money; namely, by quitting work 
and turning his ermployes adrift. It isa public 
yond gn chartered for public purposes, 
and must keep on running trains for the 
blic convenience whether it makes or 
oses. It cannot suspend operations and wait 
for better times, as private individuals and pri- 
vate corporations do. All that it can do is to 
reduce wages and cut down expenses. In doing 
this they often encounter strikes, such as the 
one now in progress on the Baltimore & Ohio 
but we cannot recall any instance in 
which those who ipated therein improved 
their own condition by inflicting logs on others. 
It must also be remembered that the managers 
of a railroad are only agents or trustees for the 
shareholders, and are always supposed to be

A most remarkable incident of the firemen’s 
strike is the apnga! made tothe United States 
Government for troops to restore order and pro- 
tect the Baltimore & Ohio Company in the 
prosecution of its business as a common car- 
reer. When the Southern Governors used to 
call upon the President for troops to suppress 
domestic violence they were derided and hvoted 
at by all the Democratic editors in the country. 
“Why don’t you call out your militia!”

600 Philadelphia militia to the scene of the 
riot tothelp maintain the public peace.

No one denies that the mob made the first 
assault. The American soldier is not the 
man to stand quietly with weapons in his 
hands and submit to insult and injury. ‘The 
Philadelphia troops fired. It was what they 
were called to Pittsburg to do in case of a 
breach of the peace. If soldiers are not to 
fire, why have them, why call them out on 
such an occasion?

THE OOST OF MOBS. 

Citizens of Chicago should understand 
that property destroyed by mobs must be 
paid for by the city. From this penalty 
there is escape. New York indulged in 
e the destruction of 
property in 1863, and New York had to pay 
several nmxiltions of dollars to pay for the 


damages. 

Philadelphia had its mobs in the Know- 
Nothing di ys, and had to pay heavily for the 
«thurehes a nd other property destroyed. 

Pittsburg has now had thirty-six hours of 
mob rule. Leaving out of view the loss of 
life, private property to the amount of 
$6,000, been destroyed, all of which 
will have to be paid for by hard taxation. 
Property of railroads, whole trains of prop- 
erty the manufacture of Pittsburg, and 
other trains and warehouses of property 
owned by merchants of that city, were open- 
ly fired and burned in the streets. Private 
property of persons in Chicago, Cleveland, 
New Yok, Philadelphia, and elsewhere, in 
transit, was seized by the mob and destroy- 
ed. All this will have to be paid for, and 
paid for by taxation. 

The City of Pittsburg will meet with no 
sympathy. It invited this great crime. For 
thirty-si: : hours its police made no effort to 
stay or <lisperse the mob; its soldiers aban- 
doned the field, and handed qver their guns 
to the mob; the citizens cheered on the 
massacre of the troops from outside the 
city ; the Mayor and the citizens made no 
effort to organize a public defense. Pitts- 
burg had a bloody holiday, and the home 
and house of every man in Pittsburg will be 
mortgaged for three generations to pay the 
cost cf the illumination ! 

Doés Chicago want a new debt and for 
such a purpose? Does Chicago want an 
illumir ation from blazing depots and ware- 
houses? Does Chicago want to pay the 
penalty of permitting a few hundred mad- 
men hitving their way in crime and dis- 
order ? 

Let Clricago see to it that the Mayor have 
all the physical aid he may need to arrest 
the first symptom of violence. There are 
plenty of able-bodied men in this city will- 
ing and able to sustain the Mayor. Let 
them be organized, that they may be availa- 
ble when wanted.

GOVERNMENT RAILWAYS. 
At the labor meetings held in this city on | 
Sunday last, among other measures suggest- 
ed for the security and protection of labor 
was the familiar one of the ownership by the 
National Government of all the railways, and 
their direct operation as part of the Gov- 
ernnfent. There is ng new in all this ; 
it has been consi and discussed over 
and over again, and the result of each inves- 
tigation hag been to strengthen the convic- 


tion that such a scheme is utterly impractic- 
able in this country, and that to render it 
feasible at all will require a revolution, not 
only of the whole form of the Government, 
but of all the theories and principles 
which republicanism is founded in this 
country. .

tinuous rail from Portland on the Atlantic 
to Vancouver’s Island on the North Pacific ; 
a rail is completed thence along the Pacific 
Coast to the southern extremity of Califor- 
nia, and several hundred miles to the east.

With 
such a force, with the revenues of these 
roads at their command, the Govénment 
would have absalute control over the persons 
and property of every State and part of 


centre would go forth the imperial decree 
converting State and Municipal Governments 
into mere deputies of the grand Central Gov- 
ernment. The control of locomotion, the 
control of transportation, the control of re- 
ceipts and shipments, would be within the 
hands of the Central Government, with free 
power to lock up railways at pleasure, and 
by a lightning dispatch order the suspension 
of railways in any State where there should 
be the least disposition to question the abso- 
lute supremacy of the Government. Such 
an arrangement would not be volunterily 
submitted to by the people one month; such 
a work as controlling and directing the oper- 
ations of 100,090 miles of railway stretched 
over a continent, and controlling and direct- 
ing property worth ten thousand mill- 
ions of dollars, and operated by half 
a million of men, is of itself of ten 
times the magnitude of the whole pre- 
vious operations of all the Gov ent. 
Our Government could with- 
out a radical change in the form and powers 
of the Government. No mere civil authority 
could govern such a system, and hence, as an 
absolute necessity, the Government of the 
railways would have to be a military one,— 
the railways and operatives would have to be 
made a part of the army. The engineers 
and firemen, road-cons ructors and repairers, 
car-builders and rail-mak@rs, the brakemen, 
clerks, inspectors, and all others engaged in 
the work of constructing and operating rail- 
ways, whould have to be men sworn and en- 
listed in the military service, and subject to 
all the obligations and discipline of the ar- 


¢gicles of war. This vast system would be in 


divisions and sections, each under a 
commander with his subordinates, and 
in the railway service of the United 
States the country would have in 
active organization, controlling the entire 
country, a standing army of 600,000 men or 
more. It is needless to add that the Gov- 
ernment then would have become so cen- 
tralized, and all the functions of local Gov- 
ernment be so extinguished, that the Repub- 
lic would be as essentially a military Govern- 
ment as any in Europe, and the history of 
military Republics is but that of perpetual 
domestic war, revolution, anarchy, and des- 
potism. Monarchy in even its most despotic 
forx would be a happy deliverance from a 
military Republic. ö 

The consolidation of the railways of the 
United States under one ewnership and 
management, and that in the hands of the 
Government, would, instead of benefiting 
labor, be the enslavement of labor. It would 
add immensely to the cost of operating and 
maintaining; would involve a tax to support 
the system, the enormity of which would 
startle even this tax-ridden country ; it would 
create a debt discounting that of even the 
most favored nations, and finally convert of 
necessity the Union and the States into one 
consolidated, absolute military despotism. 
This is not a remedy for anything.

A WESTERN RAILWAY IMBROGLIO. 

The Denver Daily News of the 13th inst. 
has a leading article which implies thas, after 
many years of waiting and trusting in Prov- 
idence, the people of that community are 
going to see what they can do towards com- 
pelling the Union Pacific Railroad Company 
to obey a very plain ami imperative clause in 
their charter, to wit: the one which requires 
that all the Pacific Railways built under the 
act of July 1, 1862, and the acts amendatory 
thereof, shall be operated as one connect- 
ed, continuous line, with equal advantages 
and facilities as to time, rates, and transpor- 
tation, without any discrimination of any 
kind in favor of the road or business of* any 
or either of said Companies, or adverse to 
the road or business of any or either of the 
others.” One of the roads entitled to the 
benefit of this law is the Denver Pacific 
Railway, which extend from Denver to 
Cheyenne, making an intersection with the 
Union Pacific at the latter point. The right 
of the Denver Pacific to pro-rate with the 
Union Pacific east and west of Cheyenne is 
as clear under the statute as words can make 
it, but the Union Pacific has in all cases re- 
fused to grant it, and has set the law at de- 
fiance. The Denver Pacific accordingly 
refused to ‘‘pro-rate” with the Union 
Pacific on Colorado business, and virtually 
shut the Union Pacific out of Colorado. The 

accordingly commenced building a 
new road parallel to the Denver Pacific, in- 
tended to tap the trade of Colorado at some 
point nearer the mountains. This brought 
matters to a climax. The public authorities 
of Denver City and Arapahoe County com- 
pelled the Denver Pacific Railway to obey 
the “ pro-rate ” law, and to open the door to 
the Unien Pacific to Colorado trade. This 
was done by filing Will in equity and asking 
tor the appointment of a Receiver. The 
Company did not wait to have the case tried, 
but surrendered at once. 

The Denver people now propose to ad- 
minister the same medicine to the Union 
Pacific. Denver has been virtually cut off 
from the Pacific Coast and the far West here- 
tofore by the discriminating charges of the 
Union Pacific at Cheyenne, which are in 
some cases higher from Cheyenne to Ogden 
(Utah) than from Omaha to Ogden, although 
only half the distance. For all purposes of 
trade Omaha is thus made nearer to the 
Pacific Coast than Denver, although its dis- 
tance is 516 miles greater. Denver now pro- 
poses to attack the blockade at Cheyenne, to 
attack it in the courts, in Congress, and at 
the bar of public opinion. The Vews opens 
the controversy with an air of confidence in 
ultimate guccess, which the facts in the case 
indeed seem to justify. In the Omaha 
bridge case it was decided by the Supreme 
Court of the United States that

The destruction of property has no compensat- 

ing feature at all. Itisa dead loss to the railway, 
the insurance companies, and the private owners 
y of parts of it, as the courts may finally decide. 
The men who barned it have only succeeded in 
weakening the Railway Company without aiding 
their cause. They have estranged the sympathy of 
the community from themselves, because their 
acts were wanton. 

We do not believe that the insurance com- 
panies can be made to pay a dollar of the 
loss, as they do not insure against mobs, 
emeutes, and municipal dereliction. The loss 
will either fall upon the owners of the prop- 
erty destroyed or upon the City of Pittsburg 


tion. There are numerous cases where mobs 
have destroyed private property in which the 
municipality has been obliged to make good 
the loss. In this case the municipal author- 
ities did ygothing to protect either life 
or property. For thirty-six hours the Mayor, 
police, locaf military, and law-and-order 
classes stood with folded hands looking on 
at the horrid escenes of murder, rapine, ar- 
son, and robbery which held high carnival. 
They never lifted a finger to aid the over- 
powered Philadelphia citizen-soldiers, who 
came 300 miles to aid them in preserving 
property and order, but abandoned them 
to such fate as might be in store. The burn- 
ing went on for two nights and a day with- 
out molestation or resistance, and only ceased 
when there was no more railroad property 
to destroy. How does Pittsburg ex- 
pect to escape the pecuniary conse- 
quences of the lawless acts of her 
citizens? It was not Philadelphians who 
burned up the five millions of dollars’ worth 
belonging’ to the railroad companies and to 
the business men of the country, but it was 
Pittsburgers themselves,—20,000 or 30,000 
of them, who either applied the torches and 
rolled the cars and locomotives into the 
flames or protected those of their number 
detailed to perform the infernal work. There 
was method in their madness; there was 
systematic deliberation and scientific skill 
exhibited in the destruction of other 
peoples property. The press reports 
all state that the citizens generally 
were angry at the, Railroad Company on ac- 
count of its discriminating freight rates, and 
that they sympathized with the strikers and 
burners.
